Charles W. Kirchner and the members of 
hig family had a narrow escape from death 
last night when a mysterious bomb explosion 
tore out the front of their residence, 840 Ra- 


eine avenue, and broke ows in all the 
adjacent houses. Kirchner is a 1 fore-

The explosion aroused much excitement. 
Hurried calle were sent for the police, but 
the perpetrators escaped. Kirchner lays the 
plot to labor troubles, and admits that he 
has made some enemies in looking after the 
interests of his employers, the Mears-Slayton 
Lumber company, 1108 Belmont venue. The 
company offers a reward of $500 for the ar- 
rest of the dynamiters. 

Kirchner and his wife and several of their 
children had retired to their different roome 


| and some of them were already asleep when, 


shortly after 9 o'clock, they were all thrown 
from their beds. At first they thought an 
earthquake was shaking the house down, but 
when the excitement subsided an investiga- 
tion was made and the cause of the trouble 
was found. 


One Son Just Entering Yard. 

Leo Kirchner, a 16 year old son who works 
in a drug store at Racine and Belmont ave- 
nues, was entering the front yard when the 
bomb exploded. He was blinded by the flash 
and hurled to the sidewalk. On regaining his 
feet he hurried to the rear door of the house 
and called to his terror stricken relatives. 

William. Kirchner, 24 years old, home less 
than a week from the German-American hos- 
pital, was assisted to the street with di- 
culty. Other members of the family are: 
Joseph, 21 years old; Louis, 16; Frances, 19; 
Leo, 14; Walter, 13, and Marie, 10 years of 


age. 

Every window in the front of the two story 
frame dwelling was shattered and the porch 
was crumpled as if made of paper. Pic- 


tures wers torn from the walls and furni- 


ture was lifted when the house tottered and 
dashed acrose the rooms. in some instances 
being hurled in a heap in the center of the 
floor. The fence that runs alon 


the house was twisted and h beyond the 
sidewalk.

Labor Troubles at Lamber Yard. 

“It looks as if some one interested in the 
labor difficulties at the plant is to blame,“ 
said Kirchner, although I am not charg- 
ing any particular set of men with the 
crime. I look for the police investigation to 
uncover the perpetrators. One thing is cer- 
tain, it will not change conditions at the 
yards any if I can help it. 

“ A short time ago the carpenters went out 
on strike. They were getting 881-8 cents 
an hour and demanded 35. Their places were 
filled quickly by woodworkers. The sets of 
men belong to rival unions, and while there 
has been talk enough to show that ugly feel- 
ing existed between these rivals no one ever 
dreamed that it would come to anything like 
this. Now, mind you, I am not charging 
these union men with the bomb plot, but the 
thing will be worth looking into carefully. 
I have been foreman for some time and per- 
haps made enemies before the strike was 
called, but I know of no other enemies outside 
ot those made at the plant.“ 

The police say that other workmen at the 
plant have been molested, but the previous 
casey were not of such a serious character. 


Previous Attacks on Employes. 

J. W. Slayton, one of the proprietors of the 
lumber plant, was reachedat his residence in 
Evanston. He expressed no surprise that his 
employé had been attacked. 

We have had two cases of violence In the 
last week,” he sald. One man was slugged 
Saturday morning while on a street car and 
stones were thrown at another through the 
windows of his home at night. There is no 
reason why Kirchner should be attacked ex- 
cept because he is a valuable man, one of our 
two foremen, and they may figure that by 
laying him out they would disable us. Being 
a foreman, he wae not a union man and was 
not even asked to walk out when the men 
struck.” 

Mr. Slayton sald the carpenters’ union had 
demanded an increase of wages a week ago, 
and on its being denied them had gone on a 
strike. Seventy-five men left work, but their 
places were promptly filled. 

“JT will give $500 for the arrest of the men 
who were responsible for the outrage,” he 
added. [ believe that strikers are back of 
the attempt to wipe out Kirchner’s family, 
and will stand by him. He will be accorded 
police protection from now on if he deeme it 
necessary.” :

BOOST FOR VREELAND BILL 


After House Conference Outlook 
for Measure Is Bright. 


HELPS IT ALONG. 


CANNON 


Action May Be Taken by Caucus Which 
Will Be Held Tonight. 


ee eee 


Washington, D. C., May 5.—[Special.)—A 
resolution approving the underlying princl- 
ples of the Vreeland currency Dill by rec- 
ognizing commercial paper issued through 
clearing house associations as a safe and 
logical asset for emergency currency was 
debated by the republicans of the house in 
conference this evening. 1 
Adjournment without action was taken until 
tomorrow night, when the resolution will be 
debated further and possibly passed. Under 
its terms a committee of five members will be 
appointed to perfect a bill along the lines 
mentioned and report to an adjourned con- 
ference to be held within five days after the 
passage of the resolution. 

It was an earnest though comparatively 
peaceable conference, and it undoubtedly 
marks the commencement of a general un- 
derstanding and agreement of republicans 
as to just what items of legislation are 
to be passed during the remainder of the 
gestion, the currency measure to be first. 

Day of Reckoning for Committee. 

Members of the committee on banking and 
currency who are holding out against the 
passage of anything short of the measure of- 
fered by Mr. Fowler, its chairman, and who 
have practically refused to make even an ad- 
verse report on the Vreeland bill, were given 
every ‘consideration by the conference and 
they had a chance to give their views in full. 
The elimination of that committee will not 
come until a future conference and after the 
resolution offered tonight is passed and a re- 
spectful formal request is addressed to the 
committee to report either favorably or ad- 
versely on the bill that is to be framed. 

Speaker Cannon took the floor just before 
the adjournment and in vigorous terms let 
the members have some of the gospel ac- 
cording to the leaders of the house, which is 
to the effect that a measure such as the Vree- 
land bill is the pana for the country’s ills 
such as they are at this time, and that the 
placing of that law upon the statute books 
will serve 4s an assurance to the country that 
a panic such as the country has recently ex- 
perienced cannot be repeated. 


Cannon Urges Prompt Action. 

The speaker did nat mince words in telling 
his colleagues what he considered to be their 
duty. He explained the measure as he saw 
it, and urged the members te get into line 
and put it before the country as soon as 
rossible in the form oftaw. 

Representative Sherman of New York was 
the presiding officer of the conference, Mr. 
Hepburn, the regular chairman of the caucus. 
being unable to attend. Representative Prince

In his speech to the members Speaker Can- 
non touched upon the commission feature 
and said that if such a body could be formed 
that did not turn out to be a debating society 
he thought it would accomplish much good. 

Representative Vreeland’s remarks were 


mainly in explanation of his bill and those of 


Mr. Fowler were mainly in ite condemnation. 


Sponsor Explains His Measure. 

Mr. Vreeland contended that commercia!} 
paper and general securities approved by 
clearing house associations were the oniy 
legal assets for an emergency currency, and 
endéavored to demonstrate whet he con- 
sidered the absolute safety of a plan 
whereby associations of banks acted as the 
buffer between the treasury department and 
the business world. He maintained that the 
government was absolutely safeguarded 
from bad paper through this means and that 
there could be a plentiful issue of currency 
at short notice if commercial paper was ac- 
cepted as security. He said he was not 
averse to amending the bill to suit the ideas 
of congressmen who coneidered that its 
terms should be carefully drawn, and as a 
sample of such action he said he was ready 
even now to amend it by providing that not 
more than two clearing house associations 
should be allowed in communities having 
over a million population and but one asse- 
elation in communities with less than a mil- 
lion. 

Views of Other Members. 

Mr. Fowler found general fault with the 
bill, among other things contending that its 
operation would result In swamping the 
treasury forces with demands for. hasty 
issues. 

Mr. Hill and other members of the commit- 
tee on banking and currency defended the 
action of the committee in tabling the Vree- 
land measure. Other members who spoke 
were Representatives Madden of Iilinois, 
Hayes of California. Weeks of Massachu- 
setts, Waldo of New York, Burton of Ohio, 
and Campbell of Kangas. 

Several members spoke encouragingly 
after the conference concerning early finan- 
cial legislation and sald that the house is 
undoubtedly to take action soon. If the com- 


mittee on banking and currency persists in 


tabling the bill that will be agreed upon in 
conference, the Fowler bill, already favor- 
ably reported, will be used as the vehicle 
for sending the new measure to the senate, 
the main part of that measure being swept 
away and the new bill added as an amend- 
ment.

SHOOTS HIS FRIEND T PLAY. 


Tragedy Sequel to Wild West Ex 
hibition in New York. 


New York, May 5.—[(Special.]—The sane- 
tuary lamp was burning in front of the altar 
in the Roman Catholic church of St. John the 
| Baptist this evening when a boy swung open 


light burning in honor of the blessed sacra- 
ment the church was dark. 

The boy staggered up the aisle and knelt 
on the altar step. For an hour or more he 
prostrated himself before the altar and 
prayed as he never had prayed before. The 
far end of the church was in darkness.

He hit 
the mark after several failures and when a 
cheer went up from the spectators and other 
members of the show he took another shot. 

Frankie, who, with his brother Wine, 12 
years old, was standing on a pile of stones 
that previously had been used as a fort held 
by the cowboys when the Indians whooped 
and charged, screamed and fell. 

Boys Thought Lad Shamming. 

There had been so much make-believe dead 
during the exhibition that all the boys 
thought Frankie was. just putting on, but 
when they heard Willle scream and saw him 
throw himself across the body of his brother 
the cowboys, Indians, and soldiers, and all 
the rest of the show, as well as the spec- 
tators, gathered around. 

Frankie was carried into his home near by 
and ah ambulance surgeon summoned: The 
bullet had lodged in the brain and before 
the surgeons could probe for it Frankie died.

“Tne authorities are strong in the belief t-at 


‘Ray Lamphere is the man who can clear up 


at least a. great part of the mystery if he 
wants to. They have damaging circum- 
stantial evidence against him, but back of a 
certain point in the case it appears that other 
names must of necessity be dragged in. 
For the first time since Lamphere’s arrest 


®heriff Smutzer consented this evening to 


let newspaper men talk te the prisoner. 
Since his arrest he has been kept under close 
ecrutiny and has been allowed to see no one 
exoépt his attorney, H. W. Worden; Dr. E. A. 
Schell, pastor of the First Methodist church, 


and State’s Attorney Smith. 


The discovery of the bodies had not been 
@isclosed to him when he was brought into 
the presence of the reporters. 

“Five bodies,” he gasped, “five bodies? 
That woman—— I knew that she was bad, 
but that’s awful.“ 

Chewing tobacco nervously, he listened to a 
Getailed account of the description of the 
bodies. 

ADMITS HAD SUSPICIONS. 

“TI don’t know anything about it.“ he in- 
sisted for a time, “I always suspected that 
she killed Helgelein, and now I am sure of it. 

“My suspicions were aroused soon after 
Helgelein came to the house. Once she 
wanted me to buy rough on rats for her, and 
another time she wanted chloroform. I 
would not get them for her.” 

As for the others I don't know anything 


beyond what I suspect. Things that I know 


look different to me now, and it may be that 
things I noticed were more serious than I 
thought they were. 

“The girl must be Jennie Olson. I never 
Believed she was in California.

VICTIM GIRL’S SWEETHEART. 


He was silent a moment, and then when 
pressed for an explanation of things he 
had noticed,” he said:

His suspicions were aroused when he fafled 
to hear from his brother, and the publication 
of the news of the burning of the Gunness 
house brought him to Laporte. He is con- 
fident that the nude body found is that of 
his brother. 

According to the Dakota man's story, & 
matrimonial agency was responsible for the 
acquaintance between his brother and Mrs.

Helgelein expressed his willingness to loan 
her the money in view of the fact that she 


was to become his wife.

GREWSOME TASK BEGUN. 
The exhumation of the bodies was a grew- 


some task. With Sheriff Smutzer and a gang 
of men Helgelein repaired to the farm- 
nouse early this morning in the drizzling rain 
and set to work. 

Maxson, the hired man, who was in the 
house when the fire took place, pointed out 
what he called the soft spots. 

Mrs. Gunness told me to throw al) refuse 
there,” he said: She said Cover up those 
soft spots,’ and I followed orders.” 

The places indicated by Maxson were 
heaped high with manure. The laborers 
set to work at one heap in the southeast 
corner of the barnyard. The manure was 
thrown off. Four feetof earth was excavated 
when the man with the shovel gave an ex- 
clamation of horror and staggered back. 

His spade hed cut open a buried gunny 
sack and through the rent he saw human 
skin. With all possible speed the work of 
digging was continued and the sacks lifted 
out. 

The sack contained the arms, legs and head, 
each member being wrapped up separately. 
One end of the sack was sewed and the other 
tied. 

The sack was opened and the pieces of the 
body taken out. Helgelein almost fainted. 
Apparently the work had been done with 
some one familiar withasaw. The body had 
not been buried more than three months. 


SAW USED ON BODY. 
The body was taken to Laporte to Cutler's 


morgue, where it was examined by the coro- 
ner and J. H. W. Mack heid an autopsy. They 
found evidence that a saw was used, but 
withheld their official report. 

Helgelein was a heavy man and it seems 
impossible that a woman could have killed 
him without help. 

While this body was being examined the 
digging at. the farm continued. Maxson 
pointed out a second “soft spot’’ a few yards 
from the one from which the body of Helge- 
lein Had been taken. 

Dis there, commanded the sheriff. 

At the depth of between two and three 
feet the diggers came upon a skeleton, to 
which only a few shreds of flesh were cling- 
ing. It looked as though it had been buried 
two or three years and appeared to be that 
of a girl. 

Whether it had been dismembered, it was 
impossible to determine accurately. If a 
skillful person like a surgeon had wielded 
a knife the skeleton would not show the 
evidences after being buried solong, the phy- 
siclans thought. On account of the belief 
that Jennie Olson never went to California 
the skeleton was set down as hers. 

Beneath the skeleton was what looked like 
a decayed mattress. It fell to pieces when 
taken out, revealing mud, through which 
some human ribs protruded. Careful exca- 
vation revealed the full skeleton of a large 
man, dismembered and tied up in gunny 
sacks. Black hair and a black mustache fel! 
off when the skull was touched. g 

Owing to the state of the remains they 
were placed in an outbuilding at the farm 
and put under guarg. The coroner also for- 
bade the bringing of the skeleton of the gir!

CHILDREN’S BODIES NEXT. 

Digging was resumed with the result tha‘ 
about a foot deeper the skeletons of the chil- 
dren were uncovered. The flesh was utterly 
decomposed. The bones had fallen apart 
and there was no way of telling whether they 
had been packed like the other bodies.

FIRST CLEW IN “TRIBUNE.” 
| ‘The publication of a picture of Mrs. Gunness 
in THe CHICAGO TRIBUNE of last Thursday 
was the first intimation that Chicago rela- 
tives had of her whereabouts. 

Mrs. John A. Larson, 992 Francisco street, 
is the only sister of Mrs. Gunness. John R. 
Larson of the same address is a nephew. Rel- 
atives of Jennie Olson im Chicago are Mrs. 
Leo Arthur Olander, 2818 Park avenue, and 
Antone Nelson, 2410 Indiana avenue, her fa- 
ther. 

All that is known of Mrs. Gunness’ early 
history came to light during the inquest over 
the body supposed to be hers. Among those 
who testified were Mrs. Larson, the sister; 
her son, John R. Larson, and Mrs. Olander; 
the sister of Jennie Olson. 


Gunness had not been upon friendly terms 
with the other members of her family dur- 
ing the last twenty years. 

They said her first husband, a man named 
Sorenson, died under suspicious circum- 
stances about twelve years ago. They were 
living in Alma street, between Chicago ave- 
nue and Ohio street. Chicago, and he died 
euddenly, the cause being given as heart 
failure. There was talk in the neighborhood

residence in Austin, III., her home was par-

She spent a great deal of money upon her 
home, which consisted of a two story brick 
house and a farm of sixty acres. She put

DEATH STORY DOUBTED. 

Four years ago a physician was called to 
attend Gunness. He was unconscious from a 
fracture of the skull and was unable to make 
any ante-mortem statement. ; 

The widow told the coroner that he had 
been sitting near the kitchen stove when the 
sausage grinder which had been drying upon 
a shelf that surrounded the pipe, fell upon 
his head. This explanation was criticised, 
but the jury returned an open verdict, and 
no action was begun. 

The woman’s life appears to- have been 
uneventful until last August, when Lam- 
phere began working for her. He was a 
“handy man around the farm, most of 
his time being given to seugh*carpenter 
work. 

He remained in her employ until late in the 
winter, in fact until after Helgelein appeared 
at the farm. Jealousy sprang up between the 
two men at once. Lamphers was ordered not 
to speak to Helgelein and his persistence in 
annoying the westerner was one of the causes 
of Lamphere’s discharge. He resorted to 
every means of ousting his rival, at one time 
reporting to Sheriff Smutzer that Helgelein 
was wanted“ at Aberdeen, 8.

She was so firmly convinced that Lamphere 
intended to attack her that she wanted to 
make out her will. She declared that Lam- 
phere was following ne. at that time to the 
town. 

The will provided that her property, valued 
at $15,000, should be left to her three chil- 
dren, whom she named, but in the event of 
their death without issue it should go to the 
Norwegian Children’s association of Chicago. 
She appointed Wesley Fogle, an implement 
dealer, her executor. 


PUTS CASH IN BANE. 

Later in the day she went to the bank of 
the State of Indiana and rented a safety de- 
posit box, in which she placed the will, her 
papers showing the title to her property, and 
$200 in cash. She also made a deposit of 
$700 in currency at the bank. 

Joseph Maxson, the hired man on the farm, 
sad that she returned to her home and short- 
ly after 6 o’clock sat down to dinner with 
him and the children.

I went down- 
stairs and ran around the house, but I could 
not get in. 

: LOCKS BALK ENTRY. 

“Then I went back to my room again, but 
could net get into the brick part of the house. 
I grabbed my clothes and a grip and went out 
and tried to get in from the outside. 

„I was yelling to attract the attention of 
Mrs. Gunness and the children, but I did not 
hear any sound except the roaring of the fire. 
I picked up bricks and threw them in the 
windows, but nobody showed up.” 

William Clifford, a neighbor, whose home 
is about one-eighth of a mile distant, was the 
first man to reach the fire, and saw Maxson 
running around the house yelling at the top 
of his voice, 

Together they tried to break 10 but suc- 
ceeded only in smashing out the panel in the 
front door. The fire broke out of the open- 
ing so fiercely that they did not dare toclimb 
through the hole ™ 


They continued to break in windows with 
stones until William Humphrey appeared ‘ 


and with his assistance they carried a ladder 
to the west side of the house. 

Humphrey climbed to a wihdow, which he 
broke in, but saw only a bed upon wich there 
was no clothing. This, Mexson explained, 


Olson. 


SHERIFF IS CALLED: 

The ladder was shifted to another window 
and the bed in the room there had not been 
occupied. The floor had begun to blase and 
the men did not dare enter. 

Two other neighbors, Michael Clifford and 
Daniel M. Hudson, appeared and one of them 
suggested that Sheriff Smutser ought to be 
notified. Maxson hitched up oneof the horses 
and went to town about 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing. 
Smutzer, with his chief deputy, Wünam B. 
Ansties, reached the house just as the entire 
building sprang into flame. They thought 
that the fire had started on the east side of 
the house toward the rear at a point at which 
an outside cellarway was located. 

Sheriff Smutzer pointed out that it might 


have been started by some one who had gone 


through this doorway, and Maxson in a later 
investigation discovered that the oil can 
which usually sat in an outside hallway of 
the same part of the building, was missing. 
This had been filled only a few days previous 
to the fire. 

Basing his suspicions largely upon the nu- 
merous complaints of Mrs. Gunnese against 
Lamphere, Sheriff Smutzer began a search 


for the former employé of the widow. 


He believed at first that Lamphere had left 
town on an early train, but his deputies found 
him working at the Wheatbrook farm late in 
the afternoon. 


STORIES AT VARIANCE. 

His first statement was that he passed the 
Gunness home about 4 o’clock and saw the 
fire blazing, but felt that if he reportòd it 
or was seen in the neighborhood he would be 
held responsible. 

He said that he went on to his work in 
Springfield township and thought no more 
of it, but his first question to the deputies 
was, Did they get out of the house all 
right?” 

Later, he changed his statement to say 


that he had not passed directly in front of 
4 


the house, but saw it trom a distance. 

His next contradiction in his story, came 
ir the statement of Mrs. Elizabeth Smith, 
the colored woman in whose home he slept. 
She said at first that the alarm clock was 
set for 4:30 and later it was changed to 4 
o'clock. 

The building was almost entirely destroyed 
by the fire, and the few standing walls were 
pulled down by the firemen under the direo- 
tion of Chief Thomas H. Whorwell. 


/ BODIES FOUND IN DEBRIS.

Olander. -“‘ My fath- 
er had known Mr. Gunness for many years 
and when he married Belle Sorenson the 
young couple asked to be allowed to care for 
Jennie.. Papa gave his consent, but never 
rélinquished claim to her, but Jennie was 
always known after that as Jennie Gunness. 

Mr. Gunness died five years ago, according 
to Mrs. Olander. 

Neither Mrs. Olander, her husband, George 
A. Olander, who is a school census enumera- 
tor, or Mrs. Olander's sister, Miss Olson, 
would advance any theory regarding the 
mystery, saying they would await positive 
identification of the body as that of their 
sister.

CARACAS, April 23.—[Correspondence. 1 
The plague stricken port of La Guayra, shut 
off from the world by land and by sea, has 
two heroes today, the American consul, 
Thomas P. Moffat, and a Venesuelan physi- 
clan, Dr. Gomez Peraza. 

Moffat has become famous as the omy con- 
sul in La Guayra who had backbone enough 
not to sign the doctrine drawn up a month 
ago by the board of health stating that the 
sanitary condition of La Guayra is perfect.“ 
The other consuls bowed to the wish of the 
powers which rule, and signed the certifica- 
tion, although there were deaths almost dally 
from the dread disease. 


Put Into Jail for Opinion. 


Dr. Gomez Peraza was sprung into unex- 
pected prominence. It was he who assisted 
the first cases of bubonic plague, and he re- 
porjed to the government that several deaths 
had resulted. Dr. Perasa was immediately 
arrested and thrown Into jail, and Dr. Ran- 
gel, bacteriologist of the Vargas hospital at 
Caracas, was sent down to La Guayra t- 
report. The latter, after examining the cases 
of sickness in La Guayra. reported that they 
were not plague. but Dr. Peraga insisted that 
his: diagnosis had deen correct and that he 


could prove it by the exhumation of the 


bodies. This wag not done and Dr. Range! 
returned to Caracas. 

People began to die mysteriously and ru- 
mors circulated.as to how the sick persons 
only lItved twenty-four hours. Then last 
week, after nearly a month, it became known 
that Dr. Rangel had gone to La Guayra 
again, that Dr. Gomez Peraga had been sud- 
denly liberated from prison, and that no 
steamers were stopping at La Guayra. This 
was the beginning of the end. Two weeks 
later President Castro issued his decree de- 
claring the port isolated by sea and by land 
for fifteen. days until Dr. Range! could again 
report on the true nature of the epidemic. 
Trains on the La Guayra rallroad stopped 
running, a troop of soldiers went up the 
mountain to establish the sanitary cordon, 
and the siege of La Guayra had begun. 


Peraza Greeted by Multitude. 


When Dr. Peraza returned to La Guayra 
from the Caracas jail he was met at the sta- 
tion by a great multitude and was paraded 
about the city on his friends’ shou'ders.

DISCOVER A JUPITER SATELLITE. 


Astronomers at Greenwich Ascertain 
That Body Has Retrograde 
Orbital Motion.

By-Election Result Shows Growth 
of Foes to Administration. 


CHURCHILL AGAIN IN PERIL. 


Success in Settling Strike May Decide 
His Political Future. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 

LONDON, May 6, 8 a. m.—There wae an- 
other big turn over in votes yesterday in 
the by-election in Wolverhampton to fill the 
vacancy in the house of commons caused by 
the elevation of Sir Henry Fowler, chancellor 
of the duchy of Lancaster, to the peerage. 

The liberal candidate managed to retain his 
seat by a majority of 8 in a total vote of 
9,020. In the last election Sir Henry Fowler 
had a plurality of 2,865, 

This election is taken to show that the 
country is being rapidly converted to Joseph 
Chamberlain's tariff reform policy. The 
campaign at Wolverhampton was fought al- 
most entirely on this issue. This is admitted 
by the liberal newspapers, which do not at- 
témpt to disguise the severity of the blow the 
government has sustained. 


Budget Due on Thursday. 


Mr. Amery, who s0 nearly captured the 
seat for the protectionists, is one of the 
ablest and most advanced advocates of tariff 
reform. He is a stréng imperialist, with a 
brilliant reputation, and a student of eco- 
nomics and military questions. 

Premier Asquith is to meke his budget 
statement on Thursday, and if this should 
impose any further unpopular taxation the 
growth of opihion against the government 
and in favor of tariff reform may become 
still more rapid, 

The result of the Wolverhampton election 
is expected to have considerable influence 
vpon the polling on May 9 at Dundee, where 
Mr. Churchill is finding a stiffer proposition 
than the liberal majority of 5,411 in 1906 sug- 
gests as likely. His opponents are growing 
more confident of a huge reduction in this 
majority, and some of the more sanguine 
are even looking for a victory. 


Churchill Must Settle Strike. 


Circumstances have called upon Churchill 
to undergo an ordeal which may have a ma- 
terial importance on his electoral success. 
He started for London tonight to conduct 
further negotiations to settle the shipyard 
disputes. His predecessor in the presidency 
of the board of trade, Lloyd George, devel- 
oped a remarkable power for composing 
such differences. 

Churchill has yet to show his abitity as a 
peacemaker in labor troubles. He will re- 
turn on Thureday to Dundee, where there 
are 1,400 workers affected by the dispute. 

If he is able to announce a settlement he 
will be enthusiastically received.as a berie- 
factor. Otherwise, justly or unjustly, but 
inevitably, he will be regarded as having 
failed to prove his capacity to preside over 
the board of trade.

TWELVE BITTEN BY MAD DOG 


Prominent Residents of Kenosha 
Hurry ‘to Pasteur Institute.

CHILDREN ARE VICTIMS, TOO.

President of Bank and Wealthy Golfer 
Among the Patients. 


Ten leading residents of Kenosha recently 
bitten by a mad dog are undergoing treat- 
ment at the Chicago Pasteur institute, 228 
Dearborn avenue. Among those bitten are 
Chester C. Allen, widely known as a golfer 
and one of the wealthiest residents of Ke- 
nosha; Henry B. Robinson, president of the 
Merchants’ and Savings bank; Mrs. Robin- 


son and their three children, and Milton H. 


Pettit, secretary of the M. H. Pettit Malting 
company. 

The dog was a bull pup belonging to Mr. 
Pettit, and it had been a great favorite 
among the members of the Pettit and Robin- 
son families. Mr. Robinson was bitten inthe 
leg on April 27, but no attention was paid to 
the wound at that time, aa the dog showed no 


-signs of being infected with rabies. 


Last Sunday the dog suddenly became 
mad, and attacked Mr. Allen, who was visit- 
ing at the residence of Mr. Pettit. It also 
bit littl Jeanette Robinson, 10 years old. 
Mr. Pettit shot the dog, and immediately 
shipped the carcass to the Pasteur institute 
for an examination. 


Evidence of Rabies Found. 


Dr. A. Lagorio, head of the institute, exam- 
ined the dog’s brain and found that it showed 
evidence of acute rabies. On Monday seven 
of those bitten went to the institute and re- 
ceived hypodermic injections, and yesterday 
Elizabeth and Frederick Robinson, 12 and 7 
years old, respectively, registered at the in- 
stitute for treatment. Arrangements were 
made for a daily course of treatment at the 
institute during the next two weeks, necessi- 
tating a daily trip from Kenosha to Chicago 
for each of the ten persone bitten. 

Dr. G. B. Bruno, assistant surgeon at the 
institute; said in the evening that no symp- 
toms of hydrophobia had developed so far in 
any of the patients and that there is every 
chance that all of them will recover from the 
bites. 


Pup Affected for Two Weeks. 


Before going into convulsions the dog had 
been affected with rabies at least two weeks. 
In that time the animal constantly snapped 
at and bit every person coming near it. Mr. 
Robinson was bitten April 27 and on the fol- 
lowing day Mrs. Gertrude Robinson was bit- 
ten slightly on the hand. A few days later 
Fred R. Pettit, a brother of M. H. Pettit, was 
bitten. F. H. Carpenter, a former resident 
of Evanston, was bitten April 29, and April 
80 Miss Anna Setterkvist was snapped at, 
receiving a slight scratch on the hand. 

The wounds are mostly small scratches. 
The outcome of the treatment is being 
watched with the greatest anxiety in Ke- 
nosha on account of the fact that the persons 
bitten are widely known throughout south- 
ern Wisconsin and in Chicago and suburbs.

Paving Contractors Declare La- 


Workers’ Organization Accused of Bad 
Faith and Unfairness.. 


War against union domination was deter- 
mined upon yesterday by the Paving Con- 
tractors’ association as a result of the strike 
of street pavers and paving laborers for an 
eight hour day. The decision of the con- 
tractors is aimed particularly againet the 
paving laborers’ union, an organization, 
made up principally of Itallang and con- 
trolled absolutely by 8. Peantri; Business 
agent, interpreter, and dictator. 

Several of the contractors who have strikes 
on their hands probably will hire nonunion 
laborers and attempt to start work today. 
The R. F. COnway company has employed a 
gang of 100 laborers who are working under 
police protection. 

Objects to Domination. 

“We are tired of this domination of the 
union and we won't stand for it,” said J. J. 
McCarthy, secretary of the Conway com- 
pany and president of the Contractors’ asso- 
ciation. ‘“‘ This man Peantri rules his men 
like a czar. Most of them can’t speak a 
word of English and they don’t want to join 
the union, but the dictator has frightened 
them into believing they can’t get work un- 
less they join and pay him so much a week. 

„Labor is plentiful at the present time and 
we are going to hire men regardless of the 
union. We are paying the regular union 
scale of wages and working nine hours a 
day.“ 

McCarthy said the eight hour agreement 
between the association and the union was 
abrogated by the officials of the union when 

they called a ‘strike without first referring 
the dispute to a joint arbitration board, as 
provided in the signed agreement. 
Accuses Unions of Unfairness. 

W. T. Rigney, secretary of the Contract- 
ors’ association, said the union officers al- 
lowed a number of “ favored ” contractors 
to work nine and ten hours a day after May 
1, making it impossible for contractors will- 
ing to abide by the eight hour agreement to 
compete successfully for contracts. 

“In the agreement it is stated specifically 
that work shall begin at T o’clock a. m., 
said Secretary Rigney. “On May 1 the 
officers of the union insisted on starting work 
at 8 a.m. When the employers objected the 
strike was called. We contend the men had 
no right to assume that the employers might 
ask them to work nine hours.”’ 


CAVERLY SCOURS ST. LOUIS 
IN NEW HUNT FOR W’NALLY. 


Chicago Prosecutor Takes Charge of 
Searching Squad, but Fails to Find 
Missing Man in — 


Thomas J. McNally, the missing Chicago 
politician, is still in St. Louis, and has not 
wandered to San Francisco, as reported. 

That is the bellef of City Attorney John R. 
Caverly, who arrived in the Missouri city yes- 
terday, determined to end the mystery in 
connection with the disappearance of the In- 
nois legislator, for whom a diligent search 
has been prosecuted for the last two weeks. 
Mr. Caverly. who is registered at the South- 
ern hotel in St. Louis, called on Chief of 
Police Creecy shortly after his arrival, and 
secured the aid of the municipal detective 
force in his search.

A House Pleased with “Stinging.” 


The roistering house doesn’t know exactly 
What it has done, but it is morally convinced 
that it has stung the governor, and seems 
to be pleased by the thought. 

From surface indications it is hard to tell 
which the house considers of the most im- 
portance—whether it is the bill reorganizing 


‘the state institutions or a motion to print 


10,000 books of 1,961 double column pages,

ed matter at a cost of $10,000. 

The report of the investigating committee 
was sent in when the house met in the morn- 
ing, but it was not read. There were no 
copies. for distribution. None of the legis-: 
lator® @xcept the six serving on the doard of 
inquiry knew ‘what was in it. The 11 
reorganizing the institutions was not d 
and was not committed.

City Full of Anxious Ones. 


- Springfield is filled with anxious members 
of boards of trustees, superintendents of 
state institutions, members of state boards, 
and the like, who are in the same boat as the 
governor. They are morally convinced that 
they have been stung by the report and 
by the action of the house, but they cannot 
find out and are scurrying around sustained 
by a mild hope and yet the victims of pro- 
found agitation. 

When Mr. Hill and his fellow committeemen 
failed to deliver more than one copy of the 
report, and when the house organization re- 
fused to allow this out of the hands of the 
clerk, a supreme torture was inflicted on state 
officers. It would have been condemned by 


the committee itself if it had been inflicted 


on the inmates of an institution. 

Distracted officialdom will have to wait 
until.the morning papers arrive. Then Gov. 
Deneen will know whether he will send a 
special message to the legislature. Then the 
officers will know whether they are or are 
not desirable citizens. Then the esteemed 
senate will know just what the roistering 
house has done. 


What the Report Says. 

For the information of those in complete 
ignorance a brief idea of what is contained in 
the much fought over report is presented 
herewith: ; 


The report opens with a detailed statement 


of the committee’s method of inquiry and a

McGoorty Has Minorfty Report. 


Representative McGoorty, one of the dem- 
Ocratic members of the committee, sent in 
a minority report on the civil service features 
of the report, which he signed with the other 
members as to other particulars. He de- 
clared himself in favor of civil service and 
said that in his opinion it had done,consider- 
able in raising the standard of the service, 
but he had fault to find with the administra- 
tion of it in several particulers. ‘ 

He mentioned the retention of Dr. Atherton 
at Bartonville after he had seriously im- 
paired his usefulness.“ He objected to the 
retention of an employé named Led Dick 
at St. Charles after he had admitted the 
truthfulness of charges against him.” The 
case of Dr. Rochow at the Lincoln asylum 
also was mentioned. 

In conclusion, Mr. McGoorty said: 

“After the passage of the civil service 
law and before it went into effect large num- 
bers of the various employés of thé state 
institutions were drscharged dy order of 
the executive and their places filled with 
_others named by him. This action cannot 
have been other than detrimental to our 
state charities and manifestly was in viola- 
tion of the merit system. The instances 
which have been cited, as well as other in- 
stances shown by the evidence adduced dur- 
ing this investigation, show a laxity in en- 
forcing the law which seriously impairs its 
efficiency.” 


/ 
SUMMARY OF THE REPORT. 


The report of the legislative asylum in- 
vestigating committee, given out yesterday, 
is a mild criticism of the etate’s institutions, 
as forecasted in Tue Tann Monday. 
Several criticisms of Gov. Deneen havecrept 
into the document, however, at the instiga- 
tion of the radical element of the com- 
mittee, which at all times wished to make 
it an attack upon the governor. . 

The report opene with a detailed statement 
regarding the manner of the committee’s ap- 
pointment and its methods in taking up the 
investigation of the state’sinstitutions. Then 
comes this paragraph, in which the legisla- 
tors referred to themselves: 

“ Each member of the committee has pro- 
ceeded in his work fearlessly and with a high 
sense of his duty. There has never been 
the slightest dissension in the committee, nor 
has factional er party politics ever been 
mentioned or to the slightest degree affected 
the effort to get at the actual facts in each 
case. 


Oriticism of the Governor. 


Paragraphs of criticism of Gov. Deneen 
follow. They were inserted on the demand 
of the radical element of the committee. 
This portion of the report reads in part as 
follows: 

“It is with a feeling of deep regret and 
profound disappointment that the committee 
is obliged to report that it has not had the 
encouragement, support, and aid of the ex- 
ecutive in seeking to learn the true condi- 
tion of the state institutions. The appear- 
ance before our committee of the president 
of the state civil service commission as the 
personal representative of an attorney for 
the executive, and, as the record shows, his 
frequent and ofttimes violent interruption 
of the proceedings of the committee, in a 
manner unbecoming and wholly at variance 
with a proper conception of the duties of his 
office, meets with out unqualified disap- 
proval. The president of the civil service 
commission should scrupulously avoid any 
conduct suggestingtpolitical influence or par- 
tisan bias; or withdraw from his high office. 


Graves Refused to Answer. 


W. C. Graves, clerk of the state board of 
charities, testified on Feb. 13, 1908, regarding 
a statement issued by the governor and pub- 


tofore given before your committee regard- 
ing the institution at Lincoln given by Dr. 
Hoag, Supervisor Ebinger, Trustee Wagner, 
and others showing maladministration in 
this institution was read to Mr. Graves, who 
admitted having assisted in the preparation 
of the governor's statement, and Mr. Graves 
was then and there asked in consideration 
of such testimony if the governor's state- 
ments were warranted. On the advice of 
counsel (Mr. Moulton, president of the state 
civil service commission) Mr. Graves declined 
to answer. 

“ Questions.were asked of Mr. Graves re- 
garding several categorical denials made by 
the governor of abuses shown to exist by the 
testimony given before your committee, 
which he declined to answer. Notwithstand- 
ing this wholesale denial of abuses attested 
to by sworn testimony of reputable wit- 
nesses, and the spreading of the governor’s 
Nera broadcast to the country press in 
the fo of * boiler plate for the obvious 
purpose of discrediting the investigation of 
the state institutions, your committee pur- 
sued its inquiry without bias, desiring only 
to ascertain the truth, that good might fol- 


low.“ 
Specific “Irregularities.” 


After this general outline of the work of 
the committee the report takes up the specific 
“ irregularities *' found at the various tnsti- 
tutions visited.

er committee further found that, while 
there is claimed to be a daily meeting of the 
medical staff, that such meeting was some- 
times attended by only one of its members 
and that no minutes or records have been 
kept of the proceedings. 


The Frank Giroux Oase. 


The report then deals with the evidence 
taken in the Frank Giroux case, of which 
several pages are printed. following 
criticism of the manner of dealing with this 
case is given as the committee’s conclusions: 

It would seem to the most casual visitor 
that in wards where epltleptics are kept and 
persons of low mentality every precaution 
should be taken. Admittedly it was not 
taken in this case, and the terrible injury to 
Frank Giroux followed, maiming him for 
life. The custom of having but a single at- 
tendant in the room at a time, which has 
since been corrected, made such a fearful in- 
jury possible, when the only attendant was 
called out of the room by his duties for a few 
moments. 8 

„The deception practiced in taking the boy 
to the infirmary on a stretcher, which was 
undoubtedly necessary because of his condi- 
tion, and, upon learning of his father’s pres- 
ence, dressing him and obliging him to walk 
from the infirmary to the main building and 
back again in the dead of winter with snow 
on the ground, is, to say the least, most rep- 
rehensible, and the careless and unprofes- 
sional treatment given to the wound by she 
doctor in charge is not only reprehensibie but, 
in the opinion of the committee, calls for 
severest criticism. 

“The people of the state of Illinois are 
both able and willing to care for the unfortu- 
nate wards of the state, and in contributing 
liberally have a right to believe and certamly 
understand that accidents of this kind, with 
the attendant circumstances enumerated, 
should be absolutely impossible.“ 


Blamed for Accidents. 


The report has this to say of the case-of 
Minnie Steritz, who was fatally burned while 
being bathed by another inmate: 

It is the opinion of the committee that the 
supervision of institutions of this kind 
should be of such a nature that accidents of 
this kind would be absolutely impossible. 
Fixing the responsibility: should be certain 
and, in the opinion of the committee, simply 
the discharge of the attendant is not com- 
mensurate with the gravity of the offense. 
A properly conducted coroner’s inquest 
might, and probably would, have fixed the re- 
sponsibility so that the guilty party could 
have received suitable punishment.” 

In the case of Walter Kaak, a 14 year old 
boy whose arm was torn off ‘while working 
in the institution’s laundry, the committee 
says that greater care should be exercised 
in permitting feeble minded children to work 
around moving machinery. 

Each of the accidents reported to the com- 
mittee during its sessions at Lincoln is 
mentioned, and, in most cases, pages of tes- 
timony are transmitted to the legislature. 
me practice of holding autopsies on inmates 
at the institution is criticised, as is the fact 
that vacancies were found on the board of 
trustees and that two grades of food were 
furnished—one for the inmates and one for 
officials and attendants. 

Considerable space is devoted to Supt. 
Harry G. Hardt, and the committee makes 
it evident that, while it does not approve of 
him, chiefly because of his youth and slight 
experience, it blames the powers which gave 
him his positioin. Political influences are 
declared to have had something to do with 
his appointment and administration of at- 
fairs. 


Driven tg Death by Torture. 


After several pages of extracts of the tes- 
timony heard by the committee in examining 
into the case of William Hamlin at Pontiac, 
the report sets forth that the solitary cells 
are “‘ rude, primitive affairs, relics of medie- 
val torture.“ 

The committee’s conclusions in the Ham- 
lin case are: 

‘Hamlin was driven by torture to take 
his own life. 

It cannot, of course, be said that thie wae 
the intention of the reformatorx manage- 
ment or of the guards, but it was the re- 
suit. Let this stand alone: Hamlin was 
driven by torture to take hisown life. Could 
there be a more damnable indictment? 

The entire system of punishment at the 
institution is of a part with this. 

Hundreds of prisoners at the reforma- 
tory, the majority being boys from 16 to 
20 years of age, have undergone these same 
tortures, according to the record of the dis- 
ciplinarian. 

Hamlin was the first to lose his life, so 
far as we know, but as human history shows 
only such sacrifices expose the rottenness 
of things corrupt. Hamlin paid with his 
life for the stupidity of the prison manage- 
ment, but out of his death has come the 
exposure of the whole diabolical system.” ~~ 


Dislike Rules at Pontiac. 


Supt. M. M. Mallary is mildly criticised for 
being sick just when the committee wished 
him to testify, although it is not charged 
that he was ill of his own choice. The 
method of purchasing supplies at the Pontiac 
institution is not looked upon with favor, 
the committee favoring bids in all cases. 
There also is criticism of the classification 
of prisoners, especially with regard to boys 
under 14 years of age who are imprisoned in 
the same grounds in which adult prisoners 
are confined, although separated. 

The report does not express approval of the 
suggested stone wall about the institution. 
The reason given is that a reformatory 
should not have even the outward appear- 
ance of a penitentiary. 

The nonrestraint system practiced at 
Bartonville by Supt. Zeller is approved by 
the committee. The greater part of the re- 
port on the Bartonville institution is taken 
up with a description of the methods found 
there by the committee. There is comment, 
however, on the fact that the institution has 
not its own switch track. 


Approve Chester Institutions. 


The Soldiers and Orphans’ home at Normal 
and the Chester penitentiary and Asylum for 
Criminal Insane are approved in the com- 
mittee’s report, on the whole. Conditions at 
Chester, it is said, have improved in the last 
few years. ö 

The report calls attention to the fact that 
the trustees of the two Chester institutions, 
although they are only eighty rods apart, 
turnin duplicate expense accounts. One set of 
expense accounts, it is declared, is net 
profit to the trustees. It is suggested that

CHARITY BOARD OFFERS BILLS. 


Requests Made on Assembly for $441,- 
000 More to Aid in Work in 
| Asylums.

Springfield, III., May 6.—{Special.]—The 
state board of charities did not, waste any 
time in presenting the other side\of the asy- 
lum story in the assembly when that body 
convened today. A special report of this ad- 
visory board was being circulated through 
the legislature an hour after Representative 
Hill had handed in the report of the investi- 
gating committee. 

In this commun „which is addressed 
to the governor, the ard of charities 
strongly protests against any attempt to re- 
model the state institution laws in the heat 
of a primary campeign, but. nevertheless, 
submits the outlines of two bilis for reor- 
ganization in case it be the desire of the 
legislators to go ahead regardless. 

Requests are made for additional appro- 
priations: The board wants $26,645 immedla- 
tely for administration. work, $150,000 for 
a tuberculosis sanitarium, and $265,000 for an 
eplileptics’ colony. 

These demands serve the p of a gen- 
tle hint to the legislature that, while inves- 
tigating the institutions, it should not be 
unmindful of, the fact that it has not em- 
braced all the opportunities it has had to 
be of service by making proper allowances 
for the conduct of the asylums. é 
The special report is signed by Dr. Frank 
Billings, Mies Julia C. Lathrop, Rabbi Emil 
G, Hirsch, John T. McAnally, Clara P. Bour- 
land, and William C. Graves, secretary. 

*“ We believe we have the confidence of the 
general public.“ the members of the board 
say in their statement. We feel that the 
record of improvements entitles us to the full 
confidence of the general assembly. There- 
fore we ask that at the May session the fol- 
lowing extra appropriations be made so that 
we can proceed with our work unhampered 
by the poverty which has embarrassed us 
from the start. ‘ 

“As the law creating the epileptic colony 
makes the board of charities the trustee 
thereof, and in view of the necessity of 
vitalizing this colony by an appropriation. we 
again recommend that $265,000 be appropriat- 
ed to the board of charities to buy land and 
establish this institution. 

We again recommend the passage of a 
bill creating the Illinois State Sanitarium for 
Curable Consumptives under an appropria- 
tion therefor of $150,000, the said institution 
to be under the supervision of the state board 
of health, because tuberculosis is a dan- 
gerous communicable disease. 


Submit Changes in Control. 

“In endeavoring to carry out your excel- 
lency’s desire to improve the Illinois state 
public charity service, wealready have made 
recommendations which provide modern 
treatment of the charity wards of the state 
and for their housing in institutions supplied 
with the best facilities science vouchsafes. 

“ We now herewith submit tentative recom- 
mendations for a new and modern system of 
administration, which, we believe, are just 
alike to the wards of the state and to the tax- 
payers. Your board respectfully recommends 
that these suggestions be submitted for con- 
‘sideration at a joint conference to be attend- 
ed by yourself, superintendent, and trustees 
of state charitable institutions, the board of 
charities, and the civil service board, and cer- 
tain public spirited citizens not in the state 
service, the said joint conference to be held 
in Sprigfield during October, 1908.

The federal statute makes it a crime to 
harbor for immoral purposes an immigrant 
woman who has been in the United States 
lese than three years. The penalty is im- 
prisonment for five years or less, or a 
fine not exceeding $5,000, or both. 


Sims in a Conferences. 

District Attorney Sims held a conference 
in the afternoon with Immigration Inspector 
Daniel Davies relative to an investigation 
of violations of this law by keepers of dis- 
orderly resorts in Chicago. 

The law provides for the deportation of 
the allen woman or girl imported or immi- 
grating to the United States within’ three 
years and maintained in a disorderly resort. 


Now, however, according to the federal of- 
ficials, an investigation will be made in 
earnest, both immigration inspectors and se- 
cret service operatives being detailed to 
search for victims of the “traffic” in the 
red light districts ef Chicago. 

It is admitted by the officials that evidence 
sufficient to convict violators is difficult to 
obtain, but they say they will endeavor to 
get in touch with victims as well as others 
who may have information on the subject. 

It is said by the immigration authorities 
that more than one-half of the alien victims 
come from Germany and Austria.

Mills Are Able to Operate 
at Low Expense. 


Washington, D. C., May 5.—John Norris 

of New York, the representative of the 
‘American Newspaper Publishers’ associa- 

tion, today repeated his statement before 
lhe house committee investigating the wood 
pulp and print paper industry that the 
American paper manufacturers have bought 
large tracts of wood land in Canada and 
tharges that instead of cutting the timber 
on this land, which they have bought with 
almost recklessness,“ they have gone into 
the market and artificially marked up the 
prices on themselves. 

He protested that the American consumers 
phould not be saddled with the penalties of 
any such speculation. Mr. Norris produced 
figures to show that there has been a reduc- 
tion in the price of pulp wood exported from 
Canada. 

After expressing the belief that paper 
could be made for $20 a ton, Mr. Norris went 
into a discussion of the range of price charged 
by the mills during the last decade. 

He said that paper reached its lowest price 

1897, when it averaged between $33 and 
a ton. 
And it was lower than in comparison 
with conditions today than seems evident,

“I do not pretend from these figures to 
way that there has not been an increase in 
the cost of wood pulp at the mill to the paper 
makers, but I am prepared to show that 

whatever increase there has been in the price 
ot pulp wood at the milis has been the result 

ficiality,. which I am prepared to dem- 
— to this committee by reason of the 
a&equirement of the large holdings for the 
conservation of future supply. 


Funds Used for Speculation. 

Instead of cutting from these lands which 
they have bought with almost recklessners 
they have gone into the market and arti- 
cially marked up the prices on themselves. 

These men are simpiy drunk with spec- 
ulation and I expect to show that they have 
been investing in Canada from $3,000,000 to 
$4,000,000 in the acquirement of timber lands, 
apparently upon the idea ot a speculation in 
timber instead of applying their money to 
the extension of the manufacture of a paper 
in the United States to meet the demand. 

Instead of doing that for which they bor- 
rowed money in 1905 they appear to have 
been pouring it into Canada to buy timber 
lands there, to the disadvantage of Ameri- 
can newspapers, or rather to the disadvan- 
tage of the consumers of their paper, and to 
the disadvantage of the labor which they 
Ought to employ.’’

“Not at all,“ replied Mr. Norris: ‘‘ This 
information is not submitted to you with that 
in view, but in order that you shall under- 
stand that the moneys accumulated by this 
cumpany, either borrowing’ or by manufac- 
ture, are being poured into Canada for the 
acquirement of properties and the develop- 
mer.t of tracts there, while the company is 
permitting and participating in the creation 
of a paper famine here. 


Owe Duty to People. 

“They are under obligatione to the Amer- 
lean people and to congress, which gave them 
the benefit of their protective tariff, and they 
are at jeast under obligation to see that the 
American consumer is not put in a position 
where he is unable to acquire that which con- 

is undertaking to protect. 

It is at least in your province to inquire 
whether these people are indulging in a 
gigantic speculation in wood lands and mark- 
ing the prices of the material up on these, 
and imposing the burden on the consumers, 
who have no interest and should not be sad- 
died with the penalties of any such specula- 
uon. 

“I do not question the honesty or the good 
intention of the gentlemen who have pursued 
this policy. I simply say that when it is 
done without regard to the intereste of the 
American consumer it puts the paper com- 
panies in a position where they must explain 
to congress to justify themselves if they 
want further protection in tariff dity.’’ 

Mr. Norris produced figures to show that 
American paper companies own or control 
8,504 square miles of forest land in the prov- 
ince of Quebec, Canada. 

Weight Must Be Watched. 

In the morning session Mr. Norris said 
there was a practice many years ago, prior 
to the creation of the International Paper 
company, of paying for paper on the produc- 
tion basis—that is, the newspaper, instead 

of buying paper by the pound, bought upon 
the basis of so many pounds so many 
thousand eight page sheets. 

Following the creation of the International 
Paper company, he said, all of the paper 
manufacturers agreed upon a standard basis 
of weight for every newspaper, the stand- 
ard being thirty-two pounds for 500 sheets,

DOUBTS MILITARY ACUMEN. 


Speech Brought Out by Recommenda- 
tion for Philippine Post. 


Washington, D. C., May 5A lively debate 
was kept up all day today in the house on 
the sundry civil appropriation bill. A pro- 
vision for the purchase of over 6.000 acres 
of land as an addition to Fort McKinley, 
Philippine islands, based on a recommenda- 
tion by. Gen. Leonard Wood, elicited severe 
-eriticism that officer by Messrs, Fitzger- 
eld, New York, and Butler, Pennsylvania, 
the former continually referring to him as 
Dr. Wood.“ 

Mr. Fitzgerald said that Fort McKinley 
already had 1,800 acres, and he contended 
that 1,000 acres was sufficient for effective 
drill purposes for all the troops in the Philip- 
pines. The recommendation for the pur- 
chase, he said, was made by Dr. Wood.“ 
the commanding general in the Philippines. 
Mr. Fitzgerald read a letter from Gen. Wood 
recommending. the purchase of 17,000 acres 
of land as an addition to Fort Keithley, which 
Mr. Fitzgerald said already contained a sim- 
ar acreage, where was stationed one regi- 
ment of infantry and one battery of moun- 
tain artillery. 

“Says Eliminate Doctors.“ 

“Y undertake to say,” said he, that. 
judging from Dr. Wood's recommendations. 
he would find it utterly impossible to drill a 
single regiment of the army if he had the 
entire United States at his disposal. 

“The time,’ he said, ‘‘ when these distin- 
guished doctors should have such an influ- 
ence in this administration should cease.“ 
Doctors, he asserted, were in command of 
the army and in command of naval vessels. 
„Doctors are tucked away in every con- 
ceivable position,“ he declared. He main- 
tained that where their knowledge and edu- 
cation unfit them for the duties to which they 
are assigned, the distinguished doctors 
should be permitted to practice medicine for 
awhile, even if to the injury of the people 
of the United States.” 

Would Give Wood Broad Expanse. 

Mr. Fitzgerald inquired why it would not 
be a good idea to send. Dr. Wood out on to 
thegarid lands of the west. The president, 
he said, already had exiled one officer be- 
cause he thought differently from somebody. 

“Why not,” he exclaimed, amid laughter, 
“put this distinguished doctor out on some 
broad expanse of the public lands with a 
few troops? After some practice, not in 
the clubs or in the royal palaces which he 
is permitted to inhabit, but on the broad 
plains with soldiers, perhaps he would be 
able to drill one battery and one regiment 
of infantry on something less than 17,000 
acres of land.”’

000,000, while the department in all its 
branches has admitted, and in writing, that 
the actual aggregate value of that land was 
577,000,000.“ These lands, he asserted, had 
passed into the hands of the lumber trust and 
were sold to the people of the United States 
at an advance of 70 per tent. 

Senator Reyburn, in a speech in the upper 
house ridiculing the policy of the forestry 
division, said there was no danger of a timber 
famine. The foresters, he said, are being 
supplied with splendid yachts so they can 
speed from one imaginary fire to another 
along the lakes of Idaho. 

“I have seen them,” he said, lolling 
around the hotels of the watering places 
dressed in green with cocked hats, emulating 
the foresters of the black forest of Germany. 
They have those uniforms of pale green,“ he 
said, “‘so that they may not be taken for a 
duck or some animal and so that they can 
slip up on the trespassers who come there to 
destroy these forests. The whole thing has 
become ridiculous.”

Santa Cruz, Cal., May 5.—The Atlantic bat-

Columbus, O., May B.- Mayor Tom L. John- 

son of Cleveland lost his fight tonight for 
the control of the democratic state conven- 
tion, which tomorrow will nominate a state 
ticket, a candidate for United States sena- 
tor, and four delegates at large to the na- 
tional convention at Denver. 
A test of the relative etrength of the John- 
son and anti-Johnson factions of the party, 
the latter led by Harvey C. Garber, chair- 
man of the democratic state central commit- 
tee, and William L. Finley, state oil inspect- 
or, was taken on a minority report, which 
proposed to seat a contesting delegation from 
Lucas county, which was favorable to John- 
son. The report was rejected by a vote of 
463 to 430. 


Have Sixteen Over Majority. 
With the 27 votes from Lucas county, which 


could not be cast on this proposition, the anti- 


Johnson followers have a total of 490 votes, 
or 16 more than a majority. 

A sensational attack on Judson Harmon, 
formerly attorney general of the United 
States and candidate for governor, was made 
by Mayor Johnson in a speech to the conven- 
tion. He declared it would be a mistake for 
the party to nominate a candidate for gov- 
ernor who was an attorney for a railroad, 
who was allied with the railroad interests 
and opposed to the initiative and referendum 
and the franchise tax. 

His mention of the name of Judson Har- 
mon, however, brought forth the most nota- 
ble demonstration of the opening session of 
the convention.

QUESTIONABLE AGENCY METHODS. 

The time allowed by the board of com- 
missionefs of labor for the filing of a 
defensive statement by the Hapgoods em- 
ployment agency will soon expire. There 
should be no delay in resuming the search- 
ing investigation. It was progressing vi- 
orously a fortnight ago. The publie will 
not rest content until those agencies which 
use questionable methods are driven from 
Illinois. The young men, particularly, 
who utilize employment agencies in their 
search for positions ought to have every 
protection the law can give them. They 
will not be satisfied with anything but a 
complete and thorough examination, 

The results of the recent inquiry were 
good. One system which violated the. 
law by charging a $5 fee tried to escape 
the penalty by issuing stock certificates 
for the amount. But people were seeking 
employment, not investment. The out- 
come of the examination was that this 
offending system was destroyed. 2 
The testimony before the commissioners 
of labor showed that the Hapgoods agenty 
also used every effort to get a $5 fee. In- 
the mulcted 
ones, received | ‘a Subscription to a maga-, 
“Opportunities.” They were 
seeking employment, not literature. ' The 
head of Hapgoods testified that where an 
individual declined to subscribe for the 
magazine’ he received “snch service as 
we please in our own sweet minds to give 
him.” 

The general drift of the statements made 
by individuals who had used this agency 
was that subscription to the magazine was 
essential for securing any help, One wit- 
ness, a former employ6, gave the inter- 
esting information that there was an m- 
side rule of the concern whith favored 
the subscribing man and also caused un- 
pleasantness to the employé who secured 
a place for one who was not a subscriber. 

The real value of the lists of available 
positions advertised in Opportunities 
was suggested by a former employé who 
used Hapgoods against Hapgoods. In 
one case it was urged that a position was 
not of much value unless covered within 
twenty-four hours. On the other hand it 
was estimated that eighteen days was 
needed for the editing, printing, publish- 
ing, and distribution of the magazine with 
its tempting lists. 

The evidence before the commission was 
elear enough to show the need of.the en- 
forcement of the law. 22 was testi- 
mony which seemed to indicate collusion 
between advertising firms and an agency 
to assist the latter in getting the commis- 
gion. There was report of the hiring of 
men for a few days, when they were dis- 
charged to give place to others from the 
same agency who soon met a like fate. 
The fee was collected just the same. 

Seeking positions which do not exist is 
not profitable. To hope for an advertised 
place only to find it a blind is discourag- 
ing. To make a trip to a distant point in 
search of work which is not offered is not 
pleasant, particularly when one has to 
make his way back to the city as best he 
may. These are some of the questionable 
results of the systems and “ oppor- 
tunitles and other lures to the unem- 
ployed. Gov. Deneen should insist upon 
the completion of the investigations. The 
state board of commissioners of labor has 
a splendid opportunity to prove its use- 
fulness to the community. The agencies 
which use improper methods must go 
from Illinois. , 


FREIGHT RATES. 

When a merchant finds that customers 
are not buying freely he may cut down 
expenses or he may lower prices in the 
hope of attracting custom. He does not 
increase his prices, with the idea of mak- 
ing up what he has lost through the de- 
‘crease in the number of sales. When the 
earnings of a bank shrink because there 
art not so many applicants for loans no 
attempt is made to swell profits by charg- 
ing would be borrowers higher rates. One 
can understand why a railroad should lay 
off men when bueiness is slack or why 
it should reduce transportation rates in 
order to stimulate the movement of com- 
modities. It is not easy to perceive the 
inherent justice of the contention of. the 
railroads that they should be allowed to 
raise rates at this juncture so that they 
may swell their gross receipts at the ex- 
pense of whatever freight has to be moved. 

The roads running to southeastern 
points have filed tariffs to become effective 
June 1, increasing materially the rates 
on fresh meats. They ere dear enough 
already and an advance in rates will make 
them dearer for consumers in the south- 
east. It is reported that other advances 
are to follow; that the eastern roads in- 
tend to put up rates considerably on the 
ist of July. If it were unresisted there 
would doubtless be @ general increase in 
rates throughout the country. Such a 
poli¢y is favored by railroad managers 
because it. would provide greater revenue 
—it is said the higher rates contemplated 
by the eastern roads will bring them in

If there were to be such an advance the 
interstate e commission would be 
‘overwhelmed with remonstrauces from, 
shippers. All its time would be. taken 
up with hearings which could not end

MAKE NO EMPTY THREATS. 

The question as to the cars on which 
the Chicago and Oak Park Blevated road 
should pay license fees to the city is in 
the conrts and should be settled there. 
There should be no interference by city 
officials with the operation of the road in 
order to make it accept the city’s conten- 
tion. If there were such interference the

—would be the sufferers. The *public 
officials. Therefore the threat to close 
the Lake street bridge to the cars of the 
road is an empty threat which can have 
no effect except to make the people who 
use the line a little uncertain and nervous. 

Whose fault is it that the courts have 
not disposed of this vexed car license 
question? In February, 1906, the city 
filed a bill to compel the company 
to pay a license upon all cars owned: 
by it imstead of upon all in “ regu- 
lar use.” It is said that this matter is’ 
now being heard before a master in chan- 
cery “and in due course of time will be 
determined.” So it appears that it has 
taken two years to get to a hearing before 
a master. Why? One would like to know 
whether it was because the city law de- 
partment was. negligent and did not push 
fle case or because the attorneys for the 
elevated road fought for time, or because 
the courts were 80 congested that more 
rapid progress was. impossible. 

If the litigation shall drag on in the 
future as it has in the past it will be im- 
possible to conjecture when it will come 
to an end. If the city is entitled to more 
license money it should have it. If the 
city has no case it should be notified of 
that fact. The legal representatives of 
the city and the company should join 
forces to expedite this suit. 

In the meanwhile there should be no

All this correspondence is preserved in the 
library at Windsor castle, and it is doubtful 
if there is any one at the court of St. James 
who is intrusted with so many family and 
political secrets ag the Hon. John Fortescue, 
the royal librarian. John Fortescue suc- 
ceeded Sir Richard Holmes as librarian three 
years ago. He is a younger brother of the 
Ear! Fortescue and of Capt. Seymour For- 
tescue, one of the king's equerries. He is an 
old Harrovian, a graduate of Trinity college, 
Cambridge, a member of thé Atheneum and 
of the Travelers’ ¢lubs in London; and has 
written several books. 

The Fortescue family, which always has 
been renowned for its good looks, was found- 
ed by Richard le Fort, a Norman knight, 
cup bearer to “William the Conqueror, who 
had three horses killed under him at the bat- 
tie of Hastings. Indeed, so great was his 
valor in that battle and so brave was his de- 
fense of the Duke of Normandy in the mé- 
lee that he was thenceforth known as Rich-, 
ard le Fort-Escu, or strong shield. 

His son, Sir Adam, known as Sir Adam 
Fortescue, obtained, according to Doomsday 
Book, a grant from the crown of Winston, 
iu: Devonshire, with which coufity the Fortes- 
cues have ever since been .identified. Sir 
John Fortescue was lord chief justice of 
England in the reign of King Henry V., and 
‘but for the negligence of a forbear—namely: 
Sir Hugh Fortescue—he would today be earl 
of Clinten. This Sir Hugh was summoned 
to parliament in 1721 as co-heir to the an- 
cient barony of Clinton, at that time in abey- 
ance, and as fourteenth lord of the line. 

He was subsequently created Lord Fortes- 
cue of Castle Hill, in Devon, with remainder 
to his half brother, Matthew Fortescue, and 
Was still later on created earl of Clinton. 
But he neglected to marry, and the conse- 
quence was that his earldom became extinct, 
his barony J ortescue went to hig half 
brother Matthew, while the ancient berony 
of Clinton again went into abeyance, and, 
being heritable in the female line, is now 
held by a member of the Trefusis family. | 
Matthew Fortescue’s son was created earl 
of Fortescue, and the present Lord Fortes- 
cue is the fourth of his line and one of seven 
brothers, one of whom perished.as a naval 
officer at sea, while another one was killed 
in the war in South Africa.

The ten pages 
were missiag from the time that the book 
had been in the national library—that is to 
say, for hundreds of years. How they ever 
rcached the royal library at Windsor, where 
they had been hidden away behind a lot of 
books for considerably over a century, no- 
body seems to know. King “Edward, on 
learning of their discovery by John Fortes- 
cue, immediately took steps to present them 
tc the national library of France, and they 
were thus restored about three years ago 
to the precious volume from which they were 
cut, probably in the reign of King Louis XI., 
the King Louis of Sir Walter Scott's Quen- 
tin Durward.”’ 

Apropos of the use of the royal library as 
a sort of lounging room of the officers of the 
guard on duty at the palace, it may be re- 
membered that it was while sitting there 
that Capt. St. Leger Glyn of the Grenadier 
guards, grandson of the first Lord Wolver- 
ten, claimed to have seen the ghost of Queen 
Elizabeth, who is suppposed to haunt that 
particular portion of the castle.

sion described by Capt. Glyn may be regard- 
ed as something more than pure imagination 
or romancing on his part.

Sir Basil 
Graham Montgomery, who represents a 
younger branch of that house of Montgom- 
ery of which the earl of Eglinton is the chief, 
and who owns Stobo castle, in Peeblesshire, 
has been for a number of years on the stock 
exchange and was a partner for a time of 
the late earl of Hardwicke, after serving in 
the army and going through the Afghafl 
campaign under Field Marshal Lord Rob- 
erts. 

He succeeded to the baronetcy when his 
elder brother, Sir James, feil out of an ex- 
press train, being literally ground to pieces. .

PLANNED FOR SMALL PARKS. 


First One Will Bee Built Under the 
Ground and Cost $4,000—‘Breath- 
ing Spot’’ Probable for West Side. 


The pioneer public comfort station, as it 
was called yesterday at a meeting of the 
small parks commission at the city hall, will 
be built at Sch hofen park, Eighteenth 
street ‘2 Canalport avenue.

Probably you think there Is no art to the 
sewing on of buttons, but there is. Even 
men can sew on buttons after a fashion, but 
right and wrong way to do even 


is, of course, the easiest and most satisfac- 
tory in the end, as the buttons will stay on 
almost indefinitely and they will not play that 
annoying little trick of breaking in half, as 
they often do otherwise. 

‘It is well worth remembering that when 
buttons are to be sewed to a thin, sheer 
material it is well to reinforce the material 
— adding an extra fold of material to each 

em. 


The only time that it is permissible to use 
the thread double is when sewing on buttons, 
hocks, or eyes.. The knot should be placed on 
the right side, where it will be protected by 
the button from being broken off. 

If the button has two. no the needie 
should be brought up from t side 
through one hole and put down through the 
other. If the button has four holes the 
needle is brought up through one hole and 
stuck down through the opposite side. These 
two holes are sewed through geveral times 
and the needle then is crossed over on the 
ee side and brought up through the other 

site side. 
ever sew from one hole diagonally across 
to another one, for if this is done the button 
will break away from the center after a few 
days’ wear. 


Abuse of the Hair. 


You know, and every other woman knows, 
that women treat their hair to unpardonable 
abuse. Women treat their hair to detper 
insulte than any of their other possessions. 
One night when a woman feels amiable and 
bright she will brusb and pat her hair and 
put a good, refreshing tonic on it, and then 
braid it into two nice, soft plaits down her 
back. But Ol! the next night when she comes 
home after a bridge party, she will yank 
the hundred odd hairpins loose and shake 
her hair away from her head and neck, and 
hop into bed unmindful of the consequences. 

The hair needs regular and constant care, 
and under these conditions only ‘will it flour- 
ish. Find some course of treatment which 
suits your hair and stick to this particular 
treatment, no matter what happens. 

To remove the tangles from the hair use 
a coarse toothed comb, being sure that the 
teeth are all smooth and even, Never use 
a fine toothed comb an the hair. It eplite the 
shaft of the hair, injures the root, and brings 
forth a crop of dandruff. . 

It is not necessary, nor is it a good thing, to 
brush the hair too much; a dozen or two 
strokes each night to remove the dandruff, 
if there is any, and the day's dust and dirt 
will suffice.

Put the fowl 
in a stewpen with one and a half pints of 
broth and some spices tied in a bit of mus- 
lin, These spices may consist of two cloves,’ 
a wide stick of cinnamon, two dozen carda- 
mons, and one-half 5 tach of 
coriander seed, mace, and alispice—quan- 
tity and combination regulated te taste.

STOCKYARD GOSSIP. 

Shippers admit that the eastern markets for light 
beef cuts are improving, and that stocks are being 
rapidly reduced, but loeal traders are skeptical, 
and advise country shippers to market cat- 
tle conservatively, as the situation is not strong 
enough to warrant ahy-sherp increase in receipts, 


Lightweight cattle are selling up to the highest 


level of the season, although the heavyweights still 


are about 10e lower than late in cen ‘when 


_they were et the top the year. 

Light and handy weight fat beef steers sold at 
an advance of 10@20c over late last week. The 
preference shown by the generality of the con- 
sumers for the light beef cuts has led buyers to 
show strong partiality to the light cattle, and 
even the dairy cows which are suitable for kill- 
ing purposes meet with a more vigorous demand. 

Sheep and lambs are not showing the high qual- 
ity of earlier in the season, and there are numerous 
lots of stock which are too heavy or not fat enough. 
Shippers will profit by holding back haif fat stock 
until finished, as there is so little demand for such 
offerings that they sell at a much greater discount 
than under more favorable conditions, packers se- 
curing the greater part at their own valuation. 

Receipts so far this week decreased 9,800 cattle, 
increased 10,600 hogs, and decreased 3,100 sheep, as 
compared with a week ago. Shipments decreased 
nearly 1,000 cattle and 300 hogs, and increased 200 
sheep. 

Advocates of the five day cattle maket were much 
encouraged by the action of the trade, and de- 
clared that if receipts the first day continued mod- 
erate, there were no reasons why Tuesday should 
not be one of the best days of the week on which to 
market stock. The only reason why the Tuesday 
trade usually lags, is that Monday's arrivals gen- 
erally are so heavy that buyers get filled up on that 
day, and then Tuesday go out to break values. A 
more even distribution of arrivals would work won- 
ders with the Tuesday trade.

There is no European financier of any 
standing who isn’t clear in his opinion that 
our banking laws are inadequate; that they 
have not grown with the needs of this coun- 
try, and.that they are today of a character 
that will periodically bring on banking 
crises. 0 

In France particularly, where the ex- 
ample of a great central bank is a matter 
of such everyday observation, the belief is 
general that a central bank of issue should 
primarily attend to our banking and cur- 
rency. 

The wonder in the mind of the average 
European banker is not that we should have 
had a financial crisis, but that we should 
for any considerable period of time be able 
to avoid a crisis, in view of our unscientific 
currency and banking system.”
